No Interference at Polls. 

Considerable discussion arose over seéc- 
tion 17 which provides that no person 
within or without the voting room shall 
in any manner attempt to influence or 
interfere with any elector in preparing 
his ballot or in casting the same. If 
any person violates this provision or is 
Kuilty of disorderly conduct at the polls, 
he shall be punished as for a mis@e- 
meanor. , 

An amendment by Mr. Blackburn, of 
Fulton, making !{t a misdemeanor for 
any candidate or any one else to hand 
an elector a ticket or to solicit his vote 
within !00 vards of the voting precincts, 
Was killed.

held to be a common heeler, and shall, on 
conviction he punished as prescribed in 
section 1039 of the penal code, and in 
addition thereto shall be rendered in- 
competent to vote in any election. or 
hold arv public office in this state for a 
period of five years from the date of his 
conviction.’ 

Mr. Tigner said he offered the amend- 
ment with a view to doing away with 
one of the worst evils In elections today, 
that of the ward heeler. 

“The gentleman is seeking to create 2 
new crime in Georgia, that of being a 
ward heeler,”’ said Mr. Hall, of Bibb. 
“You can hardly take a common slang 
phrase and apply it to a crime.” 

Mr. Flynt. of Spalding, declared if the 
Tigner amendment was adopted it would 
defeat the bill. Mr. Gross, of McDuffie, 
wanted to know if Mr. Fiynt thought the 
house was in favor of the use of money 
in elections. Mr. Fiynt said he indig- 
NMantly hurled back the insinuation of the 
gentleman from McDuffie. His Only de- 
sire was to give the people a fair ballot 
law, and he felt sure it could not be 
passed with such an amendment as was 
proposed by Mr. Tigner.
